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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are attributable to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



It is deemed right tddraw attention to the delay in submitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon, In 550 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital, the average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation. 
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REPORT for 1884. 



In presenting the Eightieth Annual Beport of the 
Eoyal London Ophthalmic Hospital, the Committee 
of Management have the satisfaction to announce to 
the Governors that the progress of the Hospital, as 
an institution for relieving the suffering poor afflicted 
with Eye Disease, has continued to advance, and 
that the number of persons admitted as In-Patients 
has exceeded that of previous years. 

The continued depression of trade and agriculture 
in the country materially affects the receipts of the 
Institution, but the Committee have deemed it their 
duty in no way to curtail its benefits, trusting that a 
kind-hearted and generous public will appreciate their 
efforts to alleviate human suffering, and will help by 
their contributions (which, however small, will be 
gladly received) to ensure the continuation of the 
good work carried on at Moorfields so successfully in 
the past. 

The Surgical Beport presented herewith will be 
found complete, and the various abstracts of the 
diseases of both In and Out-Patients will give some 
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idea of the very numerous ailments to which the eye 
is subject. By this it will be seen that the In-Patients 
have been, during the year, 2,028, those of 1883 
being 1,988. It may also be stated that the average 
stay of a patient in the Wards has been somewhat 
longer during the past year, and that whereas in 
1883 the Beds occupied were 27,690, in 1884 they 
were 81,564. 

23,568 Out-Patients have been received and treated, 
the attendances being 117,840. In all these cases 
the prescriptions have been provided at the Dispen- 
sary attached to the Hospital, and, where spectacles 
have been advised for needlewomen, mechanics out of 
work, and other very poor persons, they have been 
given free of cost. 

The Committee have the pleasure to acknowledge 
with much thankfulness the receipt of d6758. 9s. 4d. 
for Annual Subscriptions, being a small increase over 
the preceding year's receipts from the same source, 
and of Donations amounting to £2,741. 15s. 7d., 
inclusive of £672 for Legacies. They beg to express

NAHE. 

The Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and 
denomination, suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 
OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. In-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital. 

III. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Committee : its Powers and Functions. 

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- Manage- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap- 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at their first
